Cooperation In 
Junior Christian Endeavor 
Missionary Training

Plans are hereby given by which the 
Women’s Missionary Association and the 
Young People’s Department cooperate in 
providing missionary instruction and train- 
ing for Junior Christian Endeavor societies. 
By action of the General Conference, the 
Junior Christian Endeavor societies ure con- 
stituted a field for missionary education, 
training and giving by the Women’s Mission- 
ary Association. The Women’s Missionary 
Association has no authority over the Junior 
societies in the matter of their government, 
the relation of the Junior societies to the 
Women’s Missionary Association being simi- 
lar to that of the Senior societies to the 
Home and Foreign Boards. 


PLAN OF COOPERATION 


There shall be a general Junior Mission- 
ary Committee of five, constituted as fol- 
lows:—the general secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Young People’s Work, the general 
secretary of the Women’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation, the general Junior superintendent, 
one person appointed by the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Association, and one person ap- 
pointed by the Department of Young 
People’s Work. The general Junior super- 
intendent shall be without voting powers. 


The general Junior superintendent is to 
give time to promoting the missionary side 
of the Junior Christian Endeavor work of 
the denomination. The above committee 


will advise with her as to how this time can 
best be given. 


The Women’s Missionary Association shall 
pay a just proportion of the salary and 
travel expense of the general Junior super- 
intendent, such proportion to be decided 
upon by the Trustees of the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Association. 


A supply of Junior missionary literature 
is to be created, the general Junior super- 
intendent with the above committee provid- 
ing it. The cost of printing and postage is 
to be borne by the literature department of 
the Women’s Missionary Association, when 
approved by that body. Such literature is to 
bear this imprint, “General Junior Christian 
Endeavor Missionary Committee represent- 
ing the Department of Young People’s Work 
and the Women’s Missionary Association of 
the Church of the United Brethren in 
Christ.” 

The Women’s Missionary Association shall 
bear the expense of all letters in regard to 
the Glad Chest offering and any other let- 
ters pertaining specifically to their phases 
of the work. 

The general Junior superintendent shall 
prepare missionary material for The Evan- 
gel, subject to the approval of the editor. 

Field workers of the Women’s Missionary 
Association, as well as the general secretary 
of the Department of Young People’s Work, 
are to promote Junior Christian Endeavor 
societies and encourage organization wher- 
ever possible. 


The object of the special Glad Chest of- 
fering shall be decided upon by the trus- 
tees of the Women’s Missionary Association. 
so that it can be announced throughout the 
Church by correspondence and in the 
Church periodicals not less than six months 
before the time the offering is to be taken. 


COOPERATION IN THE ANNUAL 
CONFERENCE 


A. The Conference Union. 


The Conference Union Junior superin- 
tendent is to make an annual report con- 
cerning the Junior Christian Endeavor mis- 
sionary activities to the Branch Women’s 
Missionary Association convention. 

As an ex-officio member of the Branch 
Women’s Missionary Association executive 
committee, she should attend the meetings 
of this committee whenever possible. 

This superintendent should see that mis- 
sionary ideals are earnestly presented in all 
her Junior societies and in the annual Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention. This Conference 
Union superintendent should cooperate en- 
thusiastically with the general superintend- 
ent in all the plans outlined by the general 
Junior missionary committee. 

Conference Unions should urge this mis- 
sionary training and also the general use of 
the Glad Chests in missionary giving. 


B. The Branch Women’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation. ; 


The president of the Branch Women’s 
Missionary Association is to be fully in- 
formed as to these plans. She is to coop- 
erate fully with the general committees and 
the general superintendent. 

Junior Christian Endeavor work as it re- 
lates to the missionary training of boys and 
girls is to be presented in the annual Wom- 
en’s Missionary Association convention and 
in district and other rallies. 

The Conference Union Junior superin- 
tendent is an ex-officio member of the 
Branch Women’s Missionary Association. 
Her expense to the meetings of the executive 
committee should be borne on the same 
basis as that of other Branch officers. 


The general Junior superintendent is re- 
sponsible for giving the Branch Women’s 
Missionary Association presidents, the name 
and address of the Conference Union Junior 
superintendent and also for giving the Con- 
ference Union Junior superintendent the 
name and address of the Branch Women’s 
Missionary Association president. The 
Branch Women’s Missionary Association 
president shall keep in the same helpful 
touch with the Conference Union Junior 
superintendent as with her other Branch 
officers. 


COOPERATION IN THE LOCAL 
CHURCH 


It is recommended that each local church 
‘have a Junior Missionary Committee. This 
committee shall. consist of the Junior super- 
intendent, a person appointed by the Wom- 
en’s Missionary society or chapter of the 
Otterbein Guild and a third party selected 
by these two. This committee shall respond 
to the call of the Junior superintendent in 
helping promote the work in every way pos- 
sible. 

The Cooperative Junior Missionary Com- 
mittee of the local church should promote 
a Junior Mission Study Class wherever and 
whenever practicable. 


JUNIOR MISSIONARY MONEY 


The Junior missionary meeting in April 
‘is a special day when the needs of the chil- 
dren in our foreign mission fields shall be 
presented and an offering taken for chil- 
dren’s work in these fields. The Junior 
meeting in September is a special day when 
the needs of children in our home mission 
field shall be presented and an offering 
taken for children’s work in these fields. 


These programs will take the place of the 
regular missionary programs. The money 
shall be sent to the Conference Union Chris- 
tian Endeavor Treasurer who shall forward 
it to the Branch Women’s Missionary Asso- 
ciation Treasurer. 

This plan does not prevent the Junior so- 
cieties from cooperating in any Conference 
Christian Endeavor Union Missionary enter- 
prise which may be undertaken. This co- 
operation, however, shall be given in addi- 
tion to the Glad Chest offering. 


Missionary offering boxes, known as Glad 
Chests, should be used as aids for the mis- 
sionary offering. These may be secured 
from the Literature Department of the 
Women’s Missionary Association, 1411 U. B. 
Building, Dayton, Ohio. 

The use of Glad Chests and other mission- 
ary plans recommended by the general 
Junior missionary committee should be 
faithfully promoted by the Junior super- 
intendent. 


In order to cultivate throughout the year 
the spirit of missionary giving, we recom- 
mend that a missionary offering be taken 
each month at the missionary meeting, the 
local Junior Christian Endeavor society to 
decide where this money will do the most 
good for the Kingdom. We suggest that 
where Junior societies have made pledges to 
distinctly missionary enterprises, promoted 
by their Conference Union, such pledges 
may be met from these monthly offerings, 
and the balance added to the Glad Chest 
fund. These offerings are in no way to in- 
terfere with the regular use of the Glad 
Chests. The offerings received on the Mis- 
sionary Sundays of April and September 
should be added to the fund which has 
been gathered in the Glad Chests. In no 
case should the Glad Chest money be used 


in any other way than that for which desig- 
nated. 

Where there is no Junior society in the 
local church, the Women’s Missionary so- 
ciety president or president of the Otter- 
bein Guild chapter should consult the pas- 
tor about the appointment of a Junior sup- 
erintendent and the organizing of a society. 


SUGGESTIONS 


Junior Superintendents should attend 
whenever possible, any meeting of the Wom- 
en’s Missionary Society, especially when 
children’s work is discussed. 


The local Junior Missionary Committee 
may arrange for occasional joint functions 
of the Women’s Missionary Society and the 
Juniors. 

No plan of giving missionary training 
should be used which interferes with the 
regular Christian Endeavor work, but the 
plan used should supplement this regular 
work taking only a part of any meeting ex- 
cept the monthly missionary meetings when 
the theme of the entire meeting is to be mis: 
sions. For further information write the

S we were sitting together in our Bible 

Training School in San Fernando, 

Rhilippine Islands, Rev.  Cecelio 
iorenzaha, sone: sO! MOULMEStLONe omanpiaG 
pastors, recounted to us God’s. gracious 
dealings and some of the many answers to 
prayer he had experienced. One of these 
was concerning the conversion of his brother 
Felipe Lorenzana at Tagudin. I took notes 
as he talked and will relate the story in 
his own words.as nearly as I can. 


“Tt cis hard tovadvisesa aman soldersthan 
yourself. When I became a Christian my 
elder brother was not a Christian. I told 
him of my great hew joy and tried to win 
him but he -only answered; “You seem) to 
have gone to heaven, since you profess to 
know so much about it.’ 


“T replied, ‘Well, what a man believes he 
does seem to have seen, doesn’t he?’ How- 
ever, I saw it was of little use for me, a 
younger brother, to talk to him. I went to 
some of the older Christians and asked them 
to bring my brother to Christ. Finally he 
began to attend a Bible Class held by Pastor 
BR. J. PaceSands shortly satterwardenem wa. 
converted and baptized. I had been praying 
very earnestly for him and now my prayer 
was answered. 


“But there was a matter which gave me 
deep concern. My brother was a merchant 
and though he professed to be a Christian 
and was a member of the Church, he reg- 
ularly. kept his store open on Sundays. -1 
tried to persuade him to close it but he 
refused. Pastor Pace and all the members 
of the Church had to face it for it was not 


a good example for a church member to set. 
I entreated my brother with great earnest- 
ness and said, ‘Suppose you just try closing 
on Sundays and see what the Lord will do.’ 

“My brother said, ‘If I should close on 
Sundays I would fail in business. Why, 
you know that Sunday is the great market 
day. I make more money on Sundays than 
all the other six days of the week put 
together.’ 


“To all appearances my brother was right. 
It was a long established custom among the 
people of our-section to come for their old 
form of worship on Sunday morning, then 
go out and do the week’s trading. Thus 
they saved themselves an extra trip to town. 
There seemed no hope of persuading my 
Droviets wiiven athe “words of Pastor Pace 
and Pastor Widdoes seemed in vain so we 
decided there was but one thing left to do 
—to speak with God about the matter. 


“My brother was troubled. Finally he 
went to the town officials and asked them 
to make a law that the great market day 
be changed from Sunday to Saturday. He 
succeeded in getting this law passed but 
it was very unpopular with the people and 
was soon repealed. 


“Meanwhile our prayers were working 
like good leaven in my brother’s life. One 
day in conversation with him I said, ‘If you 
will close on Sunday you will realize three 
benefits from it. First: You and your family 
can go to Sunday School and Church and 
you will learn more about the Word of God, 
and the Christian life. Second: Your body 
will have a good rest and you will be better 
fit for work all the remainder of the week. 
Third: You will have a clear conscience and 
a clearer mind to think and plan your work 
better.’ 

“My brother really desired to do what 


was tight, but he feared to take® such. a 
desperate risk. At last he decided to close 
his store on Sunday mornings, so that he 
and all the family could go to Church and 
Sunday School, and open Sunday afternoons 
only. After trying the plan for a long time 
he found on figuring up accounts that he 
was gaining, instead of losing money. He 
went home and told his wife and toyether 
they agreed that they would try closing all 
day Sundays. At the end of the first year 
he took account of his business and found 
to his surprise and joy that he had gained 
more that one year than all the previous 
five years put together. He was so happy 
over it-that he-gave Pastor H: W. Widdoes 
one hundred pesos to use for the spread 
of the Gospel. The next year he continued 
to prosper and gave another hundred pesos 
to the Local Church—this. in addition to 
his regular gifts, which were generous. 


“My brother decided then and there that 
it pays to do right, and that there would 
be no more Sunday business for him. He 
makes it a rulé. to give special rates: on 
Saturday. All the people know it and flock 
to his store. His business still prospers. 
He is now known, as the richest man in 
Tagudin. He is not only a richer but a far 
happier man.” 


Not lone salter shearing this story. trom 
Rev. Cecelio Lorenzana it was my privilege 
to spend two nights in the home of his 
brother Felipe Lorenzana at Tagudin. He 
has a wonderful family of eleven children, 
all of them faithful to the Sunday School 
and Church. Since I saw him my heart is 
made glad with reports of definite forward 
steps he has taken in the Christian life.

(This represents a meeting of the membership 
committee, consisting of the Chairman and Mrs. 
Haynes and Mrs. Williams, with two solicitors. 
They all gather quickly, of course chatting among 
themselves until called to order by the chairman. 
To use in the Chapter, a few changes, such as the 
names, woman to girl, and the amount of dues, 
sixty cents instead of $1.20, will be necessary.) 


Chairman: All on time! That is splendid. No 
wonder our society has been growing when you 
women are so faithful in your work. I see the 


solicitors are here, too. It helps us so much to 
know what they have found as they go about 


their work. 


First Solicitor: Work is right! But do you 
know, there is nothing that gives me quite the 
same thrill as when I succeed in getting some one 
else enthusiastic about missions. 


Second Solicitor: Yes, they are always so grate- 
ful. And then when you think that each addi- 
tional worker means a better chance for mere 
unsaved souls to hear the gospel story, you don’t. 
mind the work. 


Chairman: Now, I want each of you to make a 
report telling what you have done since our last 
meeting. Remember it helps us all to know not 
only the objections and excuses you heard, but 
how you endeavored to overcome them. Mrs. 
Haynes will you begin, please. 
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Mrs. Haynes: I have made five calls on mem- 
bers and ten calls on non-members. Best of all, 
I persuaded some of the women of my group to 
go calling, too. They didn’t want to at first, but 
they have told me they enjoyed it! 

Five of the women of my district were absent 
at the last meeting, and I called on them first. 
Two of them were ill and could not come. Mrs. 
Todd said she had a missionary prayer meeting 
all her own, since she couldn’t come and when I 
told Mrs. Shepherd about that, she said she surely 
would try that plan next time. The others had 
such flimsy excuses for staying at home! One 
said that was the only day the dress maker could 
give to make over her silk dress; another that she 
had a caller and found out too late that her caller 
would have been delighted to attend the meeting 
with her; and the third gave a new excuse— 
though of course, back of it was the old, old 
reason. 

Others (one after another): Those are so fa- 
miliar. What was the new excuse? We thought 
we knew them all! Tell us, quick! 

Mrs. Haynes: Well, you know Mrs. Blank’s 
husband is a coal dealer. Because of the raise 
in the price, Mrs. Blank had been able to per- 
suade her husband that they could now afford to 
paper the dining room. Consequently she hur- 
ried down town the very next day, for fear there 
might be a sudden drop in coal and spent the 
whole day deciding on the wall paper to be used 
in the one room. How I wish she and other: 
women could realize the importance -of sending 
up paper for their mansion in the skies. Nobody 
likes to have a shabby home—but I am afraid 
many of us will be disappointed when we see how 
little treasure we have laid up on the other side. . 
(The others nod and several say, “That’s right.”)

I gave each of these women a copy of “A Pre- 
vious Engagement,” and then called on Mrs. 
Shaker, the bride. You remember she and her 
husband joined church last Sunday. I called, 
and she was perfectly lovely. She said she really 
was much interested, but she didn’t have time, 
right now. Just as soon as she is through get- 
ting settled, however, she is going to join us. 


Mrs. Williams: That makes me think of the 
bride I invited twenty years ago, who said just 
the same thing! Next it was when the baby was 
older, and then when the children were in school 
—and just one thing after another—and she never 
has joined yet. 


Chairman: This question of not having time 
for the missionary society is a very important 
one, and I think it should be considered care- 
fully. Often it is not easy to make a woman 
realize that she has the time—that it is only a 
question of choosing the very best things to be 
put into it. I well remember the first time I 
realized that “I haven’t time,” meant “I haven’t 
time to do all I want to, and the Lord’s work be- 
sides,” and then I decided the Lord’s work must 
have the preference. 


Mrs. Williams: Yes, there are so many women 
who give this as an excuse. Yet we all have seven 
hundred twenty-hours a month—loaned to us— 
to use to the best advantage and of which we must 
give an account. You know for a long time we 
have wanted Mrs. Philips to join our society. 
She told me she was already doing so much 
church work she could not do another thing. I 
asked her to pray about it and be sure she was 
doing what the Lord wanted her to, assuring her 
that we didn’t want her in the society if the Lord 
didn’t. 


First Solicitor: You'll be glad to know that I 
stopped in a few minutes yesterday evening to 
see Mrs. Philips and she said you had started her 
thinking and praying, and she had decided to join 
and help us as much as she could in the society. 


All: Good, fine! 


Chairman: That is one answer to prayer that 
we must mark on our list! 


Mrs. Haynes: I shall certainly need to remem- 
ber and keep after the bride until she really does 
join. Next I called on Mrs. Gates who has re- 
cently moved to our neighborhood. She didn’t 
say it in so many words, but she let me know she 
thinks the Women’s Missionary Society is out of 
date and only for a few good old ladies. She 
thinks it is necessary to belong to so many clubs 
that she has no time for our society. I told her 
about the splendid women who did belong to our 
society, about our carefully prepared programs, 
the reading course, and the books we study, and 
she thought it was worth investigating at. least. 
So I am to call for her to attend the next meet- 
ing. Most of all, I tried to show her that she, as 
a Christian woman, owed her first thought, and 
her first planning of time, to Christ and His 
work. We all want to remember Mrs. Gates in 
prayer. 


Chairman: We must all continue to pray ear- 
nestly that all Christian women and girls will rec- 
ognize God’s claim on their time, and that they 
must not allow even the good to crowd out the 
very best. 


Mrs. Haynes: It was delightful to call on Mrs. 
Frank, who also is a newcomer in our neighbor- 
hood. She has five chidren, and I was almost 
sure that she would say she didn’t have time, on 
their account to come. But instead she assured 
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me right away that she wanted to join. She said 
she and her children were so thankful for their 
many blessings in this Christian land, that they 
felt they owed much to the less fortunate children 
of other lands. And that instead of the children 
making it necessary for her to stay at home, she 
felt so keenly her responsibility to them that she 
just could not get along without the inspiration, 
strength, and vision she gained through the mis- 
sionary society. 


Chairman: That is fine; I am sure she will 
make a good member and that her children will 
make worth-while men and women. Is _ there 
anything further, Mrs. Haynes? 


Mrs. Haynes: No I think this report covers the 
difficulties I encountered.- This is the list of the 
women we should have upon our hearts in prayer. 
(Hands list to each one present.) Three women 
have said they would like to join the society, and 
we will have their names to present at the next 
meeting. Here is the list. (Hands slip to chair- 
man.) 


Chairman: Then, Mrs. Williams, we are ready 
for your report. 


Mrs. Williams: Since our last meeting, I have 
made ten calls, three upon women absent from the 
last meeting, and seven on women who should be- 
long to our society, 


There were two ladies who frankly said they 
were not interested in missions. I would so much 
rather meet that kind of a woman than one who 
claims she is interested and yet allows almost 
any other interest to have right of way over the 
missionary society! I believe that this is really 
the root of all excuses—a lack of interest. I 
usually quote from our leaflet, “A Dozen and 
Three Objections Answered,’ which says, you 
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remember, “It is really not a question of inter- 
est. We are Christian women enjoying blessings 
denied to women in non-Christian lands. The 
very comforts in our homes are products of the 
gospel. We do not pay for our food and cloth- 
ing because we are ‘interested’, but because we 
must make a return for favors received. The 
only way we can make a return for the blessings 
of Christianity is to pass them on to those who 
have not received them.” Surely our gratitude 
and thanksgiving for our happy lot in being Chris- 
tian women in America should constrain us to 
an interest in those less fortunate. 


When a woman tells me she is not interested in 

missions, I remind her of the commands of Christ 
to His followers. There can be no doubt of the 
commission to every Christian to tell the good 
news to others. Then, too, I give them some of 
our most interesting missionary leaflets, such as 
“Three Knocks That Summoned in the Night,” 
“Two Diverse Lives,” etc., and a copy of The 
Evangel, calling attention to some interesting ar- 
ticle. 
Mrs. Haynes: I recently read a story told by 
Mrs. Ballington Booth, that well illustrates this 
point. She said that as children they played in the 
nursery with Noah’s ark. They would take the 
animals out in long processions and! each time 
would end up by sacrificing some animal on the 
altar. “But,” she said, “it was always a lamb with 
a broken leg that could not walk in the procession.” 
What a picture of our giving: time, talent, and 
money to Him. Broken bits for Christ’s work; 
whole’ days, whole efforts, whole dollars for so- 
ciety, for culture, for amusement, for the ste 
cession. 

Chairman: That illustration ought to bring 
home to each the way our Father looks at our 
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lives. When will we realize that every woman in 
the church must be vitally interested in missions 
before the church can fulfill her mission—the 
whole gospel for the whole world, by the whole 
church. The King’s business is urgent and de- 
mands haste. It is our own Master that we must 
answer, and it is His service that has in it the 
fullness of life and joy. 


Mrs. Williams: Then I went to ask Mrs. Snow 
to join the society. You know she is a very 
strong-minded woman, and that her husband is 
rather meek, yet when I asked if she would be-. 
come a member of our society, she said, ‘““My hus- 
band thinks that heathen countries and the heathen 
in our land, too, can get along perfectly well with- 
out any missionary societies at all. The religions 
they have are good enough for them, he thinks.” 


I asked her if she and her husband had really 
studied the religions of other lands, and learned 
how much of the misery, sickness, degradation of 
women, and injustice is due to the religions them- 
selves. A comparative study of religions shows 
that Christianity is the only religion that gives a 
high position to womanhood, that brings true 
peace and joy, a forgetfulness of self and a de- 
sire to serve others. I gave her some of our leaf- 
lets on the various non-Christian. religions ‘and 
she promised to read them. 


I reminded her, too, that Christ said there is no 
other way by which men may be saved, except 
through Him. If they are to be saved, and we 
ourselves are not to be condemned, we must be 
busy in giving the gospel to all 

Chairman: Yes, when we learn of the child 
wives and widows of India, the buying and sell- 
ing of wives in Africa, and the condition of 
women. in Mohammedan countries, I am sure we 
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feel that those religions would not be good enough 
for us! 


Mrs. Williams: Then I called on Mrs. King. 
After I had explained something about the Asso- 
ciation and asked her to join our society, she said 
she did not feel as though she could do so, for 
there was so much to be done at home. She 
thought all our money ought to be spent right here 
at home instead of some of it going across the 
sea. 


Second Solicitor: Just think! If the early 
Christians had lived by that principle, we in Amer- 
ica, would probably never have heard of Christ. 
What a different America it would be! It is true 
Christ said His disciples were to begin at Jeru- 
salem, but because they seemed satisfied to stay 
there and not carry out the rest of the command, 
persecutions arose, and they were driven out, be- 
ginning the movement that is to extend to all na- 
tions. 


Mrs. Williams: Yes, I talked about that, and 
also explained that our Association is. carrying 
on home work as well as foreign, and that half 
of all the undesignated gifts is given to the pro- 
motion of Home Mission work. 


Other excuses were similar, Madam Chairman. 
Here are the names that I want all of us to re- 
member especially in prayer. (Hands slip of pa- 
per to each.) Mrs. Wenner and Mrs. Rose have 
asked to join the society, so prayer has been ans- 
wered in their cases. It is wonderful what ans- 
wers we have had to prayer, and prayerful work, 
isn’t it? 

All: Indeed it is! 

Chairman: That, with the new member who 
promised me to join, makes six new names for 
membership. We are truly grateful. We have 
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been glad for the good work of you solicitors, 
and want to hear whatever more you have to give 
us. 


First Solicitor: I have come across several 
women lately who think they cannot spare the 
money. One of these really cannot, so it has been 
arranged that her dues will be paid by a friend, 
until she herself is able. But how can we per- 
suade women, some of them extravagant and 
some of them economical, that they really have 
money for this? 


Mrs. Haynes: There certainly are very few 
women who cannot afford the $1.20 dues a year, 
fifty cents for The Evangel, and most of them 
something for the Thank Offering Box and 
Woman’s Day offering besides. While the Wom- 
en’s Missionary Association welcomes big gifts, 
it does not despise the small amounts, and by put- 
ting these small gifts together can do really big 
things for the Kingdom, 


Second Solicitor: Yes, but many women who 
think they cannot give at all could give largely 
if they really wanted to. There are a great many 
leaflets on the subject of giving, and on tithing, 
that I like to use. “When the Deacon Talked in 
Church,” “Jesus’ Money Gospel,” “Thanksgiving 
Ann,” are splendid, and there are many more. 
Certainly all of Christ’s followers need to realize 
that they are stewards and that it is not good 
stewardship to spend the dollars for their own 
comfort and pleasure and to give only pennies, 
nickles and dimes to the Lord. 


Mrs. Williams: It seems to me if we can get 
any woman who cannot afford it to keep an ac- 
curate account of the money she spends, and to 
really realize how little she gives to the Lord, we 
will overcome this difficulty. 
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First Solicitor: Mrs. Yates came to me much 
disturbed because she had heard that our money 
did not get to the fields anyway, but was used 
up in administration expenses. I told her the 
very fact that so much work had been and is be- ~ 
ing done in the different fields shows that the 
money does get there. Then I explained how the 
treasurer’s quarterly and annual reports are pub- 
lished in The Evangel and showed her from the 
last treasurer’s annual report that not only the 
designated gifts go to the countries specified, but 
that almost three-fourths of the general fund is 
divided equally between the Home and Foreign 
Missionary Societies and goes directly to the 
mission work. Only one-fourth of the General 
Fund is used to pay salaries, field work and all 
administration expenses. I think all our women 
and girls, if they have not already done so, should 
have a copy of the leaflets, “What My Money 
Will Do,” and “Do You Know?” 


Chairman: We are all glad to hear these splen- 
did reports. You have been doing good work, 
and it is shown in the six names to be presented 
at the next meeting. I myself have not been able 
to call as much as usual because of the severe ill- 
ness in the home. I did make time for eight calls, 
and what I heard and said have been largely cov- 
ered by the other reports already given. Mrs. 
Harmon will join our society. 

I thank you for coming so promptly to the com- 
mittee meeting. As we go I know that we will be 
praying for each other and for the women who 
have not yet caught the vision of the importance, 
joy and blessing of the work of our Women’s 
Missionary Society.

Post-Jubilee Achievements 


HEN in Philadelphia May 22nd and 23rd, 

WV 1920, in the presence of an audience that 
over-taxed the capacity of the largest cen= 

trally located Presbyterian Church, the four 

Jubilee gifts, Prayer, Service, Gold, Life, were pre- 
sented, commemoration was made of fifty years of for- 
eign missionary service. Technically, the Jubilee Cam- 
paign was over, in reality the transition was so natural as 
to be hardly perceptible from Jubilee campaign to Post- 
Jubilee effort. One has written, “the majority of our 
constituency felt that they had just reached the place of 
real understanding when the Jubilee period closed. This 
being the case there was a general readiness to respond 
to the call to conserve this preparation by applying it to 
a larger attainment of the things projected but not yet 


completely realized.” 


New Woman's Board 


Those who witnessed the dedication of the Jubilee 
Gifts saw also the consolidation of the six Woman's 
Boards into one national Board. On the 10th day of 
November, 1920, this Board was incorporated in the 
State of New York. Every woman and young woman 
member of the Presbyterian Church interested in and 
giving to the cause of Foreign Missions through the 
Woman's Board is a member of the Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society of the Presbyterian Church in the 
U.S. A. These women are grouped in local, Presbyterial, 
Synodical Societies and in six Districts corresponding at 


present with the territorial divisions of the six original 
Boards. Delegates from Districts, Synodical and Presby- 
terial Societies elect the forty members of the incor- 
porated Board who are divided into two classes, each 
serving for four years. There must be at least two mem- 
bers from each of the six Districts thus insuring that the 
membership of the Board shall be nation-wide. To pro- 
vide for the transaction of business an Executive Com- 
mittee with ad interim power living near New York shall 
meet monthly. The Board shall meet annually or bien- 
nially and the meeting can be called anywhere in the 
United States. 

There is a Synodical Advisory Council consisting of 
the Synodical Presidents which shall hold its meetings in 
connection with the Biennial Assemblies of the unincor- 
porated Society and shall be invited to meet with the 
Board of Directors for advice in regard to the work of the 
Board, but without vote. 

The Woman's Board is auxiliary to and cooperative 
with the Assembly's Board of Foreign Missions and is 
housed in the same building with it. Several of the 
departments, such as the Candidate, are a unit, having a 
man and a woman secretary. Others are separate for 
purposes of convenience. The men and women sec- 
retaries sit together on the Joint Executive Council as 
well as on the departmental Councils, and together plan 
for the whole work of Foreign Missions both on the 
field and at the home base. 


Support of Missionaries 


Closely allied to the treasury is the Specific Work De- 
partment. The Assembly's Board and the Woman's 
Board realized the necessity arising out of the increased 
cost of living of raising the flat maintenance rate for the 
support of a missionary to $1,500 and agreed on Feb- 
ruary 15th, 1920, to establish this new rate. In the 
short time that has elapsed since then 96 women mis- 
sionaries have been so placed. As a result of the Jubilee 
a spirit is evident of a desire for definite assignment of 
work and the societies are showing increased interest 
in assuming definite obligations on the support of mis- 
gionaries and of new buildings. 


The Gift of Gold 


The financial report is one that is always awaited with 
much interest; while by no means the only register still 
it is a reliable pulse of the interest of the constituency. 
Realizing that many special gifts to the Jubilee could 
not be repeated the apportionment for 1920-21 was set 
at $1,200,000 which was $146,000 less than the combined 
regular and Jubilee figures for 1919-20. This budget 
was apportioned through the usual channels to the So- 
cieties. While the full amount was not quite received 
from them the following report shows how deep is the 
consecration and how real the post Jubilee enthusiasm.

The Gift of Life 


The Candidate Department has under its care more 
than one thousand young women preparing for foreign 
missionary appointment. One hundred and eight reg- 
ular and 14 special missionaries have been appointed 
during the year and of these 55 regular and 13 special 
missionaries have sailed. A varying degree of cultivation 
of the candidate up to the time of her definite application 
is still done by the Districts, but the gathering of testi- 
monials and recommendation for appointment is in the 


hands of the national Board. Great care is exercised in 
commissioning only those who are loyal to Christ and 
who have good health and mental equipment. 


Foreign Correspondence 


The Secretaries for Foreign Correspondence of the 
District Committees have received letters from all parts 
of the world which have gone to the supporters. There 
has been initiated also a plan for official correspondence 
between the Foreign Department and a representative of 
each mission that will bring to the Woman's Board a 
much more comprehensive view of woman's work than 
could be gained from the letters of the individual mis- 
sionary. Committees specializing on educational, evan- 
gelistic and medical work are studying these depart- 
ments of work. 


New Socreties Form 


The continuance of enlistment campaigns has added 
54,276 to the membership of the local societies and 1,205 
new societies have been reported. The latest figures 
show a total of 13,531 organizations with a total mem- 


bership of 401,406. 


Publications Increase 


In the Department of Missionary Literature advance 
is shown. Taking on December 16th the salesroom of 
the former New York Board, a national publication cen- 
ter was formed. Sales have more than doubled from 
that point. At the same time every effort is made to 
stimulate the work of our five depositories, and far 
from falling off, their receipts show an encouraging ad- 
vance. $30,227 of literature has been sold in the past 
year. Stock inventories approximating $19,000 and 
open accounts of over $1,200 represent a Publication 
business of more than $50,000. The Committee took 
up the printing where the six Boards laid it down and 
since December 16th, more than 50 leaflets have been 
printed. 

In the interest of economy the shipping department 
was combined with the same department of the Board 


of Foreign Missions and an average of 1,560 orders 
monthly are filled for the Woman's Board. 

“Woman's Work” forced by the increased cost of pro- 
duction raised its price from 50c to 75c a year on Sep- 
tember 1, 1920. In spite of this the subscription list has 
increased within the year from 33,844 to 35,817. 

Regretfully and only after months of earnest con- 
sideration the little magazine “Over Sea and Land” 
was discontinued. But a new publication for our 
children, “Missionary Mail,” has been started with a 
first edition of 23,000. Each successive number will, 
we hope, approximate more nearly in contents and ap- 
pearance our ideal for it. 


Record Year for Education Department 


The year has seen the formation of a joint Mission- 
ary Education Department with the Board of Foreign 
Missions. The Joint Department reports a record year— 
5,088 groups used the Foreign Mission textbooks with 
a membership of 95,089. Over one thousand more 
classes than ever reported before with a gain of over 
20,000 in membership. This report shows the value 
placed on this method of securing vision and dynamic 
for expression in service. 


Districts Organize 


In January the Districts were uncertain how they 
would organize for work. Since then everyone of the 
District Committees has organized and has appointed 
sub-committees, all of which are at work. The arrange- 
ment of the itineraraies for missionary speakers and for 
Field Secretaries, the assignment of overseas sewing, or- 
ganization of societies and the cultivation of the field 
are but a few of the duties of the District Executive 
Secretary and the District Committee. The monthly 
prayer meetings at District headquarters continue to be 
a source of inspiration to all who are privileged to attend. 


Overseas Sewing 


The making of supplies for the mission hospitals has 
been going on for more than a year, and the results 


warrant its becoming a regular part of the work of the 
Woman's Board of Foreign Missions. All hospitals have 
now been assigned to Synodical or Presbyterial Socie- 
ties. Hundreds of boxes have already gone to the field 
containing bandages, sheets and all kinds of hospital 
supplies. The plan is to put this work on such a sys- 
tematic basis that every hospital will receive yearly a 
box of supplies so our missionary) doctors at the front 
will have adequate help for their work. One doctor 
writes: “We never knew what it was to have a decent 
supply of linen until the women at home undertook this 
work for us. God bless them for their gifts and prayers. 


Student Work 


The Student Committee Recruits for Service on the 
Mission Field and at the Home Base. During the 
year more than 700 girls have been interviewed, 89 
colleges visited and 252 speeches made by secretaries. 
Wooster has assumed $1,500 for the support of one 
of the young men students who goes to China. Em- 
poria assumes $1,500 for the support of a woman mis- 
sionary for the Philippines, and Wells College $1,800 
to send a short term teacher to Iran Bethel, Teheran, 
Persia. These sums, amounting to $4,300, are definitely 
pledged to missions through the Assembly’s and 
Woman's Boards. The College for Women in Tokyo has 
been adopted as a sister college by the girls in other 
Presbyterian colleges. 


Union Colleges 


Our Board has borne its part in the International 
Christmas gift to these union Christian colleges and re- 
joices that over $500,000 has been received in gifts and 
pledges to which is added $250,000 from the Laura 
Spellman Rockefeller Memorial Fund. 


Reason for Rejoicing 


Devotion to Christ, prayer, sacrificial giving of time, 
money and life, loyal cooperation, study of missionary 
problems, are some of the reasons that this, the first year 
of the new half-century, has been even better than the 
Jubilee years themselves.

Secretary of Literature: I had a dreadful dream the other night; in fact, 
I guess it might be called a nightmare. I was so glad when I awoke and found 
it wasn’t true! I dreamed we hadn’t any Evangel! It had died because it 
hadn’t enough subscribers to keep it up! How thankful I was when I awoke 
to find that it was still alive! 


But then I got to thinking—could this dream come true? If The Evangel 
ever died, whose fault would it be? And so I have decided to show my dream 
to you just as I dreamed it, for sometimes we don’t appreciate what we have, 
until we see what it would be like to lose it. 


(Platform is arranged as a parlor, with chairs set ready for the holding of 
a meeting. The hostess appears, and sets things to rights here and there. 
Her little girl follows her about in evident anticipation.) 


Hostess: There, I think it’s all ready for the meeting! The secretary 
must have a chair near the light, and here’s the big chair for the president; 
and singing books on all the chairs; and a little basket to put the offerings 
in. Now, where’s my Evangel?—(stops in dismay)—Oh, I forgot! I was 
just going to pick it up and look over the Home Workers’ Department for new 
ideas to suggest at this meeting, and—(door bell rings.) Come right in, 
Mrs. Goodworker! Yes, you are the first, but I see some more coming up 
the street. (Others enter.) 


Mrs. Goodworker (to newly-entered member): Oh, Mrs. Willing, when 
did you hear from your cousin, Miss Wilson—the one who is working on our 
field in Africa? 


Mrs. Willing: We had a fine letter about two weeks ago, and she told 
such interesting things about the new building at Moyamba and how the girls 
are enjoying it. I brought it along to read at our meeting—that is, if we have 
time. It’s too good to keep to myself! 


Mrs. Goodworker: Why don’t you have it printed in The 0... 
oh, I forgot! 


President: Ladies, will you please come to order? Mrs. Bright has charge 
of our program today, and I am sure it will be a good one. We want to 
give her just as much time as possible. 


Mrs. Bright: Well indeed, Madam President, I hardly knew what to have 
for our program today. Last year we had a program budget, but since we 
do not have The Evangel I don’t know whether the office is putting out 
a budget this year or not. 


President: Oh, if we only had The Evangel. (Sighs.) 


Mrs. Sterne: Well perhaps we could have a chapter from one of the 
mission study books read for our program today. 


Mrs. Bright: But I couldn’t find out what book they are using this year, 
since there is no Evangel. I lost the address of the W. M. A. Headquarters 
and I didn’t know where to write. 


President: Yes, they always advertised them in The Evangel, too. How 
we do get out of touch with mission work when we don’t have The Evangel. 
Haven’t you some good leaflets someone could read? 


Mrs. Bright: Well all the leaflets I have are old. I don’t know what new 
leaflets have been published. 


Mrs. Sterne: Well we can have devotions. Someone can read Mrs. 
Smith’s “Spiritual Life.” That is always so helpful. 


Several Voices: But we don’t have that either. 


President: Well, I suppose we'll just have Mrs. Willing read her cousin’s 
letter and then perhaps we can have the Wonder Box. 


Several: Wonder Box! But there is no Wonder Box. Where would we 
get the questions or answers when there is no Evangel? 


President: Oh my! What shall we do without The Evangel? 


Mrs. Willing: We might have a drill on the names of the missionaries. 
I had a letter from a friend in Dayton and she said that five new mission- 
aries had just sailed for Africa and three to China. I think we ought to keep 
informed about the names of the missionaries and where they are working. 


Mrs. Bright: But how can we, without The Evangel? Who knows how 
many new missionaries may have gone out or how many of the old ones have 
died or returned? 


Treasurer: Do tell me, isn’t it about time to plan for Woman’s Day? I 
don’t know where the Offering goes this year. Do any of you? 


All: No! 


Treasurer: How can we know when we have special offerings or what they 
are for? 


Mrs. Fair: And how shall we ever get the reports of the different branches 
and societies? I have always enjoyed reading them so much to see how our 
society and branch ranked with others. And I know our whole family will 
miss it. We all read it. 


President: I am sure [ don’t know. I am so sorry about The Evangel. 
Well, shall we have Mrs. Willing read her cousin’s letter? 


All: Yes, do! 


Mrs. Willing reads: 

“Dear Cousin Mary: I was so glad to get your letter a few weeks ago. 
I suppose you can scarcely imagine how lonely we feel sometimes so far 
away from all our friends and loved ones. We used to enjoy The Evangel 
so much. It seemed just like a bundle of letters from home. We were al- 
ways so glad to learn of the trials and victories of our fellow workmen 
on the other fields. I wonder why they stopped publishing The Evangel. 
We do miss it so much.” 


Hostess’ Little Girl (pulling her mother’s dress): Oh, mother, what’s the 
matter? Do they mean there won’t be any missionary stories? 


All (in concert): There isn’t any Evangel! (Little girl bursts out cry- 
ing, and runs from the room. All look at each other with shocked faces.) 


Hostess: No, we haven’t any Evangel now! And Id like to ask, why not? 
I suppose they got tired of printing it, or something like that. What on 
earth are we going to do without it? (Murmurs of indignation.) 


Mrs. Fair: Come now, let’s look at the thing reasonably! Magazines don’t 
stop for nothing. What is the reason? Does anybody know? 


President: Yes, there is a reason! The Evangel has stopped coming to 
us because there were not enough subscribers to keep it going; now, that’s 
the whole truth of the matter! 


Mrs. Bright: Humph! If everybody did as well as our Society, I should 
think they would have enough! 


Mrs. Fair: Well, Mrs. Sterne, I don’t know about that. I may as well 
say in ‘the first place that I feel guilty. I am Secretary of Literature for our 
church, and I do mean to do my duty; but with my teaching, and mother’s 
illness last winter— 


Mrs. Willing: Yes, we know about that, Mrs. Fair; nobody can blame 
you! 


Mrs, Fair: But I blame myself, Mrs. Willing. I have seen you all at 
church every Sunday, and I could have reminded you that it was time to re- 
new your subscriptions; but I just neglected it—and now, do you know 
how many we have who have not renewed? Fifteen out of thirty-two! And 
we haven’t secured a new subscription from our church for over two years. 


Mrs. Bright: I can’t let you take the blame for mine, Mrs. Fair. I re- 
member now that I didn’t renew; but I should have come to you about it 
when I knew how busy you were. — 


Mrs. Goodworker: I am more to blame than that. I actually told Mrs. 
Fair I couldn’t afford to renew; and yet I bought a new luncheon set I 
really didn’t need, that cost ten times the cost of a year’s subscription. I 
never thought I was helping to take it away from all of you. 


Mrs. Willing: And not only from us. My cousin says the missionaries 
are just heartbroken to know we are not to have The Evangel any more. They 
enjoy reading it so much—it keeps them in touch with the work at home; 
and then, it was their only means of reaching all the women in the societies 
with their messages. I am so sorry for them. 


Mrs. Bright: Oh, we just can’t get along without it. Our societies ‘will’ 


die of malnutrition. Don’t you believe, if we all renew, and go out and get 
new subscribers, lots of them, and ask to have The Evangel back again, 
we can get it? 


Mrs. Fair: I hope so. But it’s going to take a long time for things to 
get back to where they were. We should have kept it up while we had it, 
and not depended upon dropping and picking it up again any time it suited 
us. But if we do get it back, we'll appreciate it more than ever before, 
won't we? 


All: Indeed we will! 


All sing: (To the tune of “Scatter Seeds of Kindness” or “Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.’’)

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A Brief History of the W. M. A. 
in Story and Song 


Mrs. J. Hat SmitrH 


The story should be read or recited and the 
verses sung without any pause between the two. 
The leader should have a clear strong voice and 
should stand near the organ while rendering it. 
The singers should have the songs ready so as to 
turn immediately to them, or better still, have the 
verses committed to memory. Slips of paper 
placed in the song book, with projecting ends, on 
which the numbers are written, will help the sing- 
ers to find the places quickly. 


All hymns used will be found in the Sanctuary 
Hymnal unless otherwise specified. 


In the late sixties and early seventies, the Chris- 
tian women of America were stirred by the ap: 
peals of returned missionaries from non-Christian 
lands. Groups began to gather for prayer. The 
interest spread and organizations began to be 
formed. The United Brethren women fell in line 
with this movement. As they talked and prayed, 
a voice in their hearts was saying,

“Hark! the voice of Jesus calling, 
‘Who will go and work today?

Every great movement is first born in some in- 
dividual heart. The Woman’s Missionary Society 
first took form in the mind and heart of. Miss 
Lizzie Hoffman (afterward Mrs. Derrickson.) The 
burden of the world’s need weighed very heavily 
upon her and the question kept coming, “Are you 
willing to go to Africa?” One night she took her 
Bible and went to her room and spent the night 
in prayer. Just before dawn she felt the burden 
rolled away and was ready to say,

“Tll go where you want me to go, dear Lord, 
Over mountain or plain or sea; 

I'll say what you want me to say, dear Lord, 
Vl be what you want me to be.” 


Miss Hoffman consulted with Rev. John Kemp. 
She found him and Dr. G. A. Funkhouser and 
other men and many women interested in the work 
of Missions. On May 9, 1872, the women and 
ministers of Miami Conference came together and 
organized the Woman’s Missionary Society, with 
Mrs. T. N. Sowers as the first president. The one 
object and aim of this society was to,

At the close of the first year, there were 25 so- 
cieties reported with a membership of 500 and 
receipts of money totaling $322.35. The General 
Conference, held in 1873, gave encouragement to 
this Missionary movement among the women. The 
first annual meeting of the Woman’s Board was 
held in First Church, Dayton, Ohio, in 1876. 
There were nine delegates present, representing 
five annual conferences. Here the women decided 
that their field of service should be among the 
women and children of non-Christian lands. They 
voted the funds in their treasury for this purpose. 
The first missionaries began work in Africa and 
a Mission School was opened where children were 
taught that,

The Missionary Society continued growing and 
growing until work was opened in China in 
1888 and in the Philippine Islands in 1900. The 
Society was represented by a number of mission- 
aries in these fields, working with intense devo- 
tion for the evangelization of the people. The 


great message of the letters they wrote from the 
fields and also of their talks when home on fur- 
lough was,

Several of the early missionaries to Africa were 
carried off by the malarial fever. Then in the year 
1898 the Society suffered a terrible blow when 
seven missionaries were massacred in Africa and 
much mission property was destroyed. But the 
women would not be discouraged. The holy. sac- 
rifice of these martyrs challenged them to deeper 
consecration and fired them with new zeal. They 
immediately began their part of the work of re- 
construction, feeling that,

In the year 1908, the young women of the Mis- 
sionary Society were organized into a distinct de- 
partment at a meeting in Anderson, Indiana. At 
the Board Meeting in 1913, this department was 
further perfected. The name was changed to Ot- 
terbein Guild and the girls entered into a sacred 
covenant that since the last and most solemn com- 
mand of Jesus was, “Go, teach all nations,” they 
‘would not cease to make offerings of prayer, time, 
and money, to the end that the daughters of sor- 
row in all lands might know the love of Jesus. 
Thus the devoted girls of the church joined the 
women in their earnest endeavor to,

At the General Conference held at Canton, Ohio. 
in 1909, the Women’s Missionary Association de- 
cided to merge its interests with the Home and 
Foreign Missionary Societies of the church. 
Though there were some misgivings about it at 
first, the years have demonstrated the wisdom of 
this step. The missionaries are made to feel that 
the whole church is interested and has united to- 
gether with them to,

The women have done valiant work with the 
Home Missionary Society. This Society now num- 
bers nearly 16,000 members in its Mission Fields.

Since the organization of the Home 
Missionary Society, the church has received from 
sts fields, $3.00 for every one expended, besides 
thousands of souls saved, whose hearts and voices 
sound forth their wish for our own country in the 
words,

In these fifty years, the Association has grown 
to twenty-eight branch organizations, nine hund- 
red eighty-eight local societies, five hundred 
forty-nine Chapters of the Otterbein Guild and a 
total membership of fifty-three thousand, eight 
hundred three.

now has a circulation of over 23,000 and its gifts 
aggregate over $189,000 a year.
